Wk,  The  People  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
Ordain  autl  Establish  this  Constitution  for  its  Government. 

Artkle  I. 

Section  I.  The  legislative  power  of  this  Commonwealth 
shall  be  vested  in  a  General  Assembly,  whicli  shall  consist  of^^^'^'^^i^^ 
a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives.  power. 

Section  II.  The  representatives  shall  be  chosen  annually  Election  of 
rN  by  the  citizens  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  of  each  county  Representa- 
re§pectively,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October.  tives. 

Section  III.  No   person    shall    be    a   representative  who 
shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  have 
been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  State  three  years  next  pre-  Qualification 
ceding  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  an  inhabitant  of  ['.^^^P'^^^^'^'^* 
the  district  in  and  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen  a  representa-  *^^^' 
tive,  unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  on  the  public  business 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Section  IV.  Within  three  years  after  the  first  meeting  of 
the  General  Assembly,  and  within  every  subsequent  term  of 
seven  years,  an  enumeration  of  the  taxable   inhabitants  shall  Census. 
be  made  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  law.     The  / 

number   of  representatives   shall  at   the   several    periods  of  ^^1 

making  such  enumeration,  be  fixed  by  the  Legislature,  and 
apportioned  among  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  the  several 
"•  counties,  according  to  the  number  of  taxable  inhabitants  in 
'^  each  :  and  shall  never  be  less  than  sixty  nor  greater  than  one  ^^*^°  °f^®P''«- 
V  hundred.  Each  county  shall  have  at  least  one  representative,  ^^"'^''°"* 
-\  but  no  county  hereafter  erected  shall  be  entitled  to  a  separate 
^  representation  until  a  sufficient  number  of  taxable  inhabitants 
4  shall  be  contained  within  it,  to  entitle  them  to  one  represen- 
-  tatiye,  agreeably  to  the  ratio  which  shall  then  be  established.

city  or  county  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  more  than  four  sena- 

yf'^'  tors  ;  when  a  district  shall  be  composed  of  two  or  more  coun- 

^     ,.  ties,  they  shall  be  adjoining;  neither  the  city  of  Philadelphia 

nor  cny  county  shall  be  divided  in  forming  a  district. 
Qualification  Section  VIII.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator,  who  shall  not 
of  senators,  h'lve  attained  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  have  been  a 
citizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  State  four  years  next  before  his 
election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  an  inhabitant  of  the  district 
for  which  he  shall  be  chosen,  unless  he  shall  have  been  ab- 
sent on  the  public  business  of  the  United  States  or  of  this 
State  ;  and  no  person  elected  as  aforesaid,  shall  hold  said 
office  after  he  shall  have  removed  from  such  district.  I 

Section   IX.  The  senators  who  may  be  elected  at  the  first 
general  election  after  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  to  the  i 
Classification  constitution,  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes.     The  j 
o  senators.     ^^^^^  ^j-  ^j^^  senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  ' 
expiration  of  the  first  year  ;  of  the  second  class  at  the  expira-  j 
tion  of  the  second  year  ;  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expira-  i 
tion  of  the   third    year;  so   that   thereafter,  one-third  of  the  i 
whole  number  of  senators  may  be  chosen  every  year.     The  ' 
senators  elected  before  the   amendments  to  the  constitution  ; 
shall  be  adopted,  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  terms  for  , 
which  they  shall  respectively  have  been  elected.

General  As-    Tuesday  of  January,  in  every  year,  unless  sooner  convened 
sembly.  by  ^^g  Governor. 

Officers  of  Section  XI.  Each   house   shall   choose  its  Speaker   and 

each  House,  other  officers  ;  and  the  Senate  shall  also  choose  a  Speaker  pro 
tempore,  when  the  Speaker  shall  exercise  the  office  of  Gov- 
ernor. 

Section  XII.  Each  house  shall  judge  of  the  qualifications 
Powers  of      '^^  ^^^  members.     Contested  elections  shall  be  determined  by 
each  House.   ^  committee  to  be  selected,  formed  and  regulated  in  such  man- 
ner as  shall  be   directed  by  law.     A  majority  of  each   house 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business  ;  but  a  snialler  num- 
ber may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be  authorized  by 
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law  to   compel  the  attendance   of  absent  members,  in  such 
manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  provided. 

Section  XIII.  Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its 
proceedings,  punish  its  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and  Censure  and 
with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  ,iot*^*''P^''''°"' 
a   second  time   for  the  same  cause  ;  and  shall  have   all  other 
powers  necessary   for  a   branch  of  the   legislature   of  a  free 
state. 

Section  XIV.  The  legislature    shall    not  have   power   to  j)ivorce. 
enact   laws  annulling  the  contract   of  marriage   in  any  case 
where,  by  law,  the  courts  of  this  commonwealtli  are  or  may 
hereafter  be  empowered  to  decree  a  divorce. 

Section.  XV.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  pro- 
ceedings, and  publish  them  weekly,  except  such  parts  as  may  Journals  yeas 
require  secrecy,  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  on  any  ^"'^  "*ys. 
question  shall  at  the  desire  of  any  two  of  them,  be  entered  on 
the  journals. 

Skction  XVI.  The  doors  of  each  house  and  of  committees 

of  the  whole  shall  be  open,  unless  when  the  business  shall  be    P^"  doors, 

such  as  ought  to  be  kept  secret. 

Section  XVII.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent  a, i:„„,„^„  ,

of  the  other,  adjourn    tor  more  than   three   days,  nor    to  any 

other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Section  XVIII.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall Coj^pejisation 
receive  a  compensation  for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained  by  and  privileges 
law,  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth.  They  of  members, 
shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony,  and  breach  or  surety 
of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance 
at  the  session  of  their  respective  houses,  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  same.     And  for  any  speech  or  debate  in 
either  house,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

Section  XIX.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during 
the  time  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  be  appointed  to  .- ''''^"^^  ^^" 
any  civil  office  under  this  Commonwealth  which  shall  have  bgi-g^ 
been  created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  in- 
creased during  such  time  ;  and  no  member  of  Congress  or 
other  person  holding  any  office  (except  of  attorney  at  law  and 
in  the  militia)  under  the  United  States  or  this  commonwealth, 
shall  be  a  member  of  either  house  during  his  continuance  in 
Congress  or  in  office. 

Section  XX.  When  vacancies  happen  in  either  house  the 
Speaker  shall  issue  writs  ol  election  to  fill  such  vacancies.        Vacancies. 

Section  XXI.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate 
in  the  House  of  Representatives,  but  the  Senate  may  propose  ^^''^""^  ^'"^' 
amendments  as  in  other  bills. 

Section  XXII.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasu-rp 
ry  but  in  consequence  of  appropriations  made  by  law. 

Section  XXIII.   Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  bhIs  returned 
houses  shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor.     If  he  approve  he  by  the  Cover- 
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nor  with  ob- 
jections.

shall  sign  it,  but  if  he  shall  not  approve  he  shall  return  it  with 

his  objeciioiis  to  the  house  in  which  it  shall  have  originated, 
Avho  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  upon  their  journals  and 
proceed  to  re-consider  it.  If,  after  such  re  consideration  two 
thirds  of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be 
sent  with  the  objections  to  the  other  house,  by  which  likewise 
it  shall  be  re-considered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that 
house,  it  shall  be  a  law.  But  in  such  cases  the  votes  ot  both 
houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names 
of  the  persons  voting  for  or  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered 
on  the  journals  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall 
not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within  ten  days,  (Sundays 
excepted,)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  it  shall  be 
a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly  by  their  adjournment,  prevent  its  return,  in 
which  case  it  shall  be  a  law,  unless  sent  back  within  three 
days  after  their  next  meeting. 

Section  XXIV.  Every  order,  resolution  or  vote  to  which 
the  concurrence  of  both  houses  may  be  necessary,  (except  on 
a  question  of  adjournment,)  shall  be  presented  to  the  Gover- 
nor, and  before  it  shall  take  effect,  be  approved  by  him,  or 
being  disapproved,  shall  be  re-passed  by  two-thirds  of  both 
houses,  according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in 
case  of  a  bill. 

Section  XXV.  No  corporate  body  shall  be  hereafter  crea- 
ted, renewed  or  extended,  with  banking  or  discounting  pri- 
vileges, without  six  months  previous  public  notice  of  the  in- 
tended application  for  the  same  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law.  IS  or  shall  any  charter  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  be  granted  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty-years, 
and  every  such  charter  shall  contain  a  clause  reserving  to  the 
legislature  the  power  to  alter,  revoke  or  annul  the  same  when- 
ever in  their  opinion  it  may  be  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Commonwealth,  in  such  manner  however,  that  no  injustice 
shall  be  done  to  the  corporators.  No  law  hereafter  enacted 
shall  create,  renew  or  extend  the  charter  of  more  than  one 
corporation. 

Article  IT. 

Section  I.  The  Supreme  Executive  power  of  this  common- 
wealth shall  be  vested  in  a  Governor. 

Skction  II.  The  Governor  shall  be  chosen  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  October,  by  the  citizens  of  the  commonwealth,  at 
the  places  where  they  shall  respectively  vote  for  represenla- 
tives.  The  returns  for  every  election  for  Governor  shall  be 
sealed  up  and  transmitted  to  the  Seat  of  Government,  directed 
to  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  open  and  publish 
them  in  the  presence  of  the  members  of  both  houses  of  the  le- 
gislature. The  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  Governor.     But  if  two  or  more  shall  be  equal  and 
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highest  in  votes,  one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  Governor  by  the 
joint  vote  of  the  members  of  both  houses.  Contested  elec- 
tions shall  be  determined  by  a  committee  to  be  selected  from 
both  houses  of  the  legislature,  and  formed  and  regulated  in 
such  maimer  as  shall  be  directed  by  law. 

Section  ILL    The  Governor  shall  hold  his  office  during 9*^"''""^"*^® 
three  years  from  the  third  Tuesday  of  January  next  ensuing"^  ottice. 
his  election,  and  shall  not  be  capable  of  holding  it  longer  than 
six,  in  any  term  of  nine  years. 

Section  IV.   He  shall  be  at  least  thirty  years  of  age,  andQualifi<-ations 
have  been  a  citizen  and  an  inhabitant  of  this  State  seven  years 
next  before  his  election,  unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  on 
the  public  business  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Section  V.    No  member  of  Congress,  or  person  holdings, 
any  office  under  the  United  States,  or  this  State,  shall  exer- J[^^*^g"^       * 
cise  the  office  of  Governor. 

Section  VI.  That  the  Governor  shall,  at  stated  times,  re- Compensation 
ceive  for  his  services  a  compensation,  which,  shall  be  neither 
increased  nor  diminished,  during  the  period  for  which  he  shall 
have  been  elected. 

Section  VII.    He  shall  be  commander-in  chief  of  the  army 
and  navy  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  of  the  militia,  except ^^i'"tii''ypow- 
when  they  shall  be  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United ^^®' 
States. 

Section  VIII.  He  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth during  pleasure?  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  "f  jP?^' 
and  Avith  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appoint  all 
judicial  officers  of  courts  of  record,  unless  otherwise  provided 
for  in  this  Constitution.  He  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  that  may  happen  in  such  judicial  offices  during  the 
recess  of  the  Senate,  by  granting  com.missions,  which  shall 
expire  at  the  end  of  their  next  session  :  Provided,  That  in 
acting  on  Executive  nominations,  the  Senate  shall  sit  with 
open  doors ;  and  in  confirmrng  or  rejecting  the  nominations 
of  the  Governor,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays. 

Section  IX.  He  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines  and  iox-^dV'lons, 
feitures,  and  grant  reprieves  and  pardons,  except  in  cases  of 
impeachment. 

Section  X.  He  may  require  inform.ation  in  writing  from ^"^'"'™'*'''*" 
the  otHcers  in  the  Executive  Department,  upon  any  subject^'""^"^^,^''^,"^ 
relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices.  panment. 

Section  XI.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  General 
Assembly  information  of  the  state  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  information  to 
recommend  to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  the  legislature 
judge  expedient. 

Section  XII.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  con- 
vene the   General   Assembly;    and    in  case  of  disagreement  ^qj^^^j^p  ^^^j 
between  the  two  Houses,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjourn- adjourn  the 
ment,  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper,  not  legislature, 
exceeding  four  months. 
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Execution  of      Section  XIII.   He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faith- 
la«fs,  fully  executed. 

Section  XIV.   In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the 
Vacancy  by     Governor,  or  of  his  removal  from  office,  the  Speaker  of  the

bupp  1    .         Governor  shall  be  duly  qualified.     But  in  such  case  another 
Governor  shall  be  chosen  at  the  next   annual  election  of  re- 
presentatives, unless  such  death,  resignation,  or  removal,  shall 
occur   u^ithin   three  calendar  months   immediately  preceding 
such  next  annual  election  ;  in  vi'hich  case,  a  Governor  shall 
be  chosen  at  the  second  succeeding  annual  election  of  Re- 
Contested       presentatives.     And  if  the  trial  of  a  contested  election  shall 
election.  continue   longer    than    until    the    third    Monday   of   January 

next  ensuing  the  election  of  Governor,  the  Governor  of  the 
last  year,  or  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  who  may  be  in  the 
exercise  of  the  Executive  authority,  shall  continue  therein 
until  the  determination  of  such  contested  election,  and  until  a 
Governor  shall  be  duly  qualified,  as  aforesaid. 

Section  XV.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  shall 
keep  a  fair  register  of  all  the  official  acts  and  proceedings  of 
the  Governor,  and  shall,  Avhen  required,  lay  the  same,  and 
all    papers,   minutes,   and  vouchers   relative    thereto,  before 
either  branch  of  the  Legislature,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  shall  be  enjoined  him  by  law. 
Article  III. 
Election  fran-      Section  I.  In  elections  by  the  citizens  every  white  free- 
chise.  man  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  having  resided  in  this 

State  one  year,  and  in  the  election  district  where  he  offisrs 
to  vote,  ten  days  immediately  preceding  such  election,  and 
within  two  years  paid  a  State  or  county  tax,  which  shall 
have  been  assessed  at  least  ten  days  before  the  election,  shall 
enjoy  the  rights  of  an  elector.  But  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  who  had  previously  been  a  qualified  voter  of  this 
State,  and  removed  therefrom  and  returned,  and  who  shall 
have  resided  in  the  election  district,  and  paid  taxes,  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  entitled  to  vote  after  residing  in  the  State  six 
months  :  Pi'ovided,  That  white  freemen,  citizens  of  the 
Unite  1  States,  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  twenty- 
two  years,  and  having  resided  in  the  State  one  year,  and  in 
the  election  district  ten  days,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote,  although  they  shall  not  have  paid  taxes. 

Section  II.    All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  except  those 
^Tfcctions. '     by  persons  in  their  representative  capacities,  who  shall  vote 

viva  voce. 
Electors priv-      Section  III.  Electors  shall,  in  all  cases,  except  treason, 
jjege.  felony,  and  breach  or  surety  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from 

arrest  during  their  attendance  on  elections,  and  in  going  to 
and  returning  from  them. 
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Article  IV. 

Section  I.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the 
sole  power  of  impeaching. 

Section  II.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate.  Impeachment 
When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  the  Senators  shall  be  upon  oath 
or  affirmation.     iSo  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  con- 
currence of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Section  III.  'I'he  Governor,  and  all  other  civil  officers 
under  this  Commonwealth,  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment  for 
any  misdemeanor  in  office  ;  but  judgment,  in  such  cases,  shall 
not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualifi- 
cation to'hold  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit,  under  this 
Commonwealth:  The  party,  whether  convicted  or  rcquiited, 
shall  nevertheless  be  liable  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment,  and 
punishment  according  to  law. 

Article  V. 

Section  I.  The  judicial  power  of  this  Commonwealth,  Judiciary, 
shall  be  vested  in  a  Supreme  Court,  in  Courts  of  Oyer  and 
Terminer  nnd  General  Jail  Delivery,  in  a  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  Orphans'  Court,  Register's  Court,  and  a  Court  of  Quar- 
ter Sessions  of  the  Peace,  for  each  county  ;  in  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  and  in  such  other  Courts,  as  the  legislature  may  from 
time  to  time  establish. 

Section  II.  The  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  of  the  sev- Appointment 
eral  courts  of  Common  Pleas,  and  of  such  other  courts  of  re-°  1"^^®  ^ 
cord  as  are  or  shall  be  established  by  law,  shall  be  nominated  "P''^™®'^'^'^^ 
by  the  Governor,  and  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate 
appointed  and  commissioned  by  him.  The  judges  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  shall  hold  iheir  offices  for  the  term  of  fifteen 
years,  if  they  shall  so  long  behave  themselves  well.  The  pre- 
sident judges  of  the  several  courts  of  Common  Pleas,  and  of 
such  other  courts  of  Record,  as  are  or  shall  be  established  by 
law,  and  all  other  judges  required  to  be  learned  in  the  law, 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  if  they  shall 
so  long  behave  themselves  well.  The  Associate  judges  of  the 
courts  of  Common  Pleas,  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term 
of  five  years,  if  they  shall  so  long  behave  themselves  well.  But 
for  any  reasonable  cause  which  shall  not  be  sufficient  ground  of 
impeachment,  the  Governor  may  remove  any  of  them  on  the 
address  of  two-thirds  of  eech  branch  of  the  legislature.  The 
judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  presidents  of  the  several 
courts  of  Common  Pleas,  shall  at  stated  times  receive  for  their 
services  an  adequate  compensation  to  be  fixed  by  law,  which 
shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office;  but 
they  shall  receive  no  fees  or  perquisites  of  office,  nor  hold  any 
other  office  of  profit  under  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  III.  Until  otherwise  directed  by  law,  the  courts 
of  Common  Pleas  shall  continue  as  at  present  established.    Not  Com.  pleas, 
more  than  five  counties  shall  at  any  time  be  included  in  one 
judicial  district  organized  for  said  courts. 
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Section  IV.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Court,  shall 
Supreme  extend  over  the  Stale  ;  and  the  judges  thereof,  shall  by  virtue

in  the  building  of  the  said  academy,  in  the  village  of  Juliet

Section  2.  Every  director  elected  in  manner  aforesaid,  or

of  the  gift,  alienation  or  bequest  of  any  person  or  persons 
whatsoever,  to  purchase,  take,  and  hold  any  lands  and  tene- 
ments within  their  county,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  and 
erect  suitable  buildings  for  the  reception,  use  and  accommoda- 
tion of  the  poor  of  said  county ;  to  provide  all  things  necessary 
for  the  lodging,  maintenance  and  employment  of  said  poor ;  to 
appoint  a  treasurer  annually,  who  shall  give  bond,  with  full  and

Preamble.       zerne,  that  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Lehigh 

river,  ai  and  above  the  Great  Falls  of  the  same,  would  tend  to 

the  public  benefit :     Therefore, 

Section  1.    Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same :  That  all  such  persons  as  shall  become  subscri- 
bers according  to  the  mode  hereinafter  prescribed,  their  suc- 
cessors and  assigns  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a 
^.PP?''^^^'5^'Sh body   politic  and  corporate,  by  the   name  of  "The  Upper 
Company  in-^^^'§^^  Navigation  Company,"  and  by  that  name  shall  be 
corporated.     capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded, 
to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  at  pleasure  to 
alter  and  amend,  and  also  to  ordain,  establish,  and  carry  into 
execution,  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  shall  by  its  presi- 
dent and  directors  be  judged  necessary  and  convenient  for  said 
company  from  time  to  time  ;  Provided,  the  same  shall  not  be 
contrary  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this 
State. 
^  Section  2.  That  the  said  company  when  regularly  organi- 

zed as  provided  for  in  this  act,  are  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
struct at  the  Great  Falls  of  the  Lehigh  river,  in  the  counties 
Locir°"t  "^"^^of  ^onros  and  Luzerne,  a  lock  or  locks,  or  inclined  plane,  or 
Great  Falls.    ^^^^  with  the    necessary   machinery  for  the  safe  passage  of 
rafts    descending  said  river,  and  also  to  put  in  such  dams, 
wing-walls,  locks,  and  schutes,  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  river  above  said  Falls,  and  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Company  from  time  to 
To  remove      time,  and  at  all  times  to  remove  all  obstructions  in  the  line  of 
obstructions,  said  navigation ;  Provided,  That  no  authority  hereby  given 
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shall  authorize  said  company  to  place  any  obstructions  in  said 
river  to  prevent  the  several  owners  along  the  said  river  from  Water  power 
erecting  any  Mills  or  Factories  thereon;  and,  provided,  \\mtf^°^^^^^^' 
no  unnecessary  damage  shall  be  done  to  the  adjacent  proprie- 
tors or  lands. 

Section  3.  That  Charles  Trump,  Miller  Horton,  John  S. 
Comfort,  William  P.  Clark,  Henry  W.  Drinker,  Lewis  S.  Q^j^j^^j^gj^j^^ 
Coryell  and  Lord  Butler,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  erg, 
commissioners  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  stock,  and 
the  said  commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them  shall,  after  giv-  «- 

ing  three  weeks  notice  thereof,  in  at  least  one  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  counties  of  Luzurne  and  Monroe,  open  books  of 
subscription  at  Stoddartsville,  and  shall  keep  said  books  open 
or  close  th6m  on  adjournment,  to  be  reopened  after  giving  gubseriptions 
due  notice  thereof,  as  aforesaid,  until  the  stock  is  subscribed  to  stock. 
for  the  amount  of  ten  per  cent,  on  each  share  of  stock  sub- 
scribed, being  required  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing, 
and  further  instalments  to  be  paid  in,  on  at  least  three  weeks 
notice  being  given  thereof,  in  such  sums  as  the  directors, 
whose  appointment  is  hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  deem 
necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  work,  the  number  of 
shares  not  to  exceed  two  hundred,  and  the  cost  of  the  share 
not  to  exceed  thirty  dollars. 

Section  4.  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said 
company  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  vested  in  five  direct- 
ors, to  be  elected  from  the  stockholders,  and  the  said  diiectors  pj.esj(jent. 
shall  choose  by  plurality  of  votes  a  president  from  among 
themselves,  and  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  stock 
is  taken,  or  provided,  after  the  books  have  been  kept  open  for 
three  successive  days,  one  half  the  number  of  shares  have 
been  subscribed  for,  then  the  said  commissioners  or  a  majority 
of  them  shall  convene  the  said  stockholders  by  public  notice.  Election  di- 
to  be  given  as  aforesaid,  and  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  rectors, 
shall  designate  in  such  notice,  to  choose  the  first  board  of 
directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  second  Tuesday 
in  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  and  if  for  any 
cause  whatsoever  an  election  of  directors  should  not  be  made 
on  the  day,  whereon  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  it  ought  to  be 
made,  the  president  and  directors  for  the  time  being  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  stead  ;  provided, 
the  said  election  be  held  on  or  before  the  second  Tuesday  in 
January,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  and  in  case  of  the 
death,  resignation,  incapacity,  or  removal  of  the  president,  or 
of  one  or  more  of  the  directors,  the  vacancy  thereby  created  Vacancies, 
may  be  supplied  by  appointments,  to  be  made  by  the  board 
of  directors,  and  at  all  elections  of  directors  each  stockholder 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  by  him 
or  her  held. 

Section  5.  That  the  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority 
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of  them,  shall  have  power  to  elect  all  engineers,  agents, 
workmen  and  officers  whatsoever  necessary  in  their  judgment 
for  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  company,  and  to  dismiss  and 
elect  others  at  their  pleasure,  and  to  charge  and  receive  the 
following  tolls,  that  is  to  say,  for  every  thousand  feet  of  lum- 
ber taken  over  the  falls,  twenty-five  cents  ;  and  one  and  a 
quarter  cents  per  mile,  for  every  thousand  feet  of  lumber  de- 
scending the  upper  navigation,  whenever  the  same  shall  be 
completed  to  the  distance  of  five  miles  above  the  Great  Falls  ; 
Provided,  always,  that  no  tolls  shall  be  charged  on  any  de- 
scription of  grain  or  seed,  either  whole  or  ground,  beef  or 
pork,  potatoes  or  turnips. 

Section  6,  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  freeholders 
along  the  line  of  said  navigation,  and  interested  in  the  same, 
shall  consider  themselves  as  having  suffered  damage  by  reason 
of  any  thing  which  has  been  done  by  said  company,  he,  she, 
or  they  may,  if  unable  to  settle  the  same  with  the  company, 
apply  to  one  of  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  appoint  one  discreet  disinterested  person  to  meet 
one  also  appointed  by  said  company,  and  which  two  when 
so  met  shall,  if  unable  to  agree  themselves,  choose  a  third 
person,  and  the  award  of  said  three  or  a  majority  of  them 
when  made,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive ;  the  expenses  of 
the  arbitration  to  be  borne  by  the  party  complaining,  if  the 
award  is  less  than  they  had  been  offered  by  the  party  com- 
plained of;  and  if  the  award  is  more,  then  the  party  com- 
plained of  shall  pay  the  expenses. 

Section  7.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  in  any 
manner  wilfully  or  maliciously  destroy,  injure,  or  obstruct  the 
navigation  or  any  of  the  works  connected  therewith,  or  unne- 
cessarily and  maliciously  open  any  gate  or  lock  thereon,  or 
cast  adrift  loose  lumber  to  the  detriment  of  said  navigation, 
he,  she,  or  they  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  any  person  who  will 
sue  for  the  same  ;  bat  such  prosecution  shall  in  no  wise  im- 
pair the  right  of  action  by  a  civil  suit  to  be  brought  by  the 
company ;  Provided  alivays,  That  nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained shall  deprive  the  owners  of  timber  lands  adjacent  to 
the  river  and  along  the  line  of  the  improvement  from  driving 
their  logs  in  loose  drifts  to  their  respective  mills,  when  the 
rise  of  the  river  is  above  a  rafting  height,  and  at  no  other 
time ;  Provided,  That  no  part  of  this  act  shall  authorize  the 
taking  of  any  property  by  said  company,  unless  the  same  is 
previously  paid  for,  or  adequate  security  given  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof. 

Section  8.  That  the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to 
alter,  amend,  or  annul  the  charter  at  any  time  hereafter,  when- 
ever in  their  opinion,  the  same  may  be  injurious  to  the  citi- 
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zens  of  this  Commonwealth,  in  such  manner,  however,  that 
no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators.

Tracy,  Lucius  Collins,  Aaron  Writer,  and  Thomas  J.  Hub- 
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bell,  of  Wayne  county,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  Commission-

the  well-being  and  due  management  of  the  affairs  thereof. 

Section  2.  That  this  library  company  shall  consist  of  all 
such  persons  as  are  now  members  or  shall  hereafter  be  admit- 
ted as  such,  agreeably  to  the  by-laws  of  said  company. 

Section  3.  That  the  officers  of  said  library  company  shall 
consist  of  one  president,  one  vice  president,  five  trustees,  three 
auditors,  one  librarian,  one  treasurer,  and  one  secretary.  The 
duties  of  said  officers  shall  be  particularly  enumerated  in  the 
by-laws  of  said  company. 

Section  4.  That  the  officers  enumerated  by  this  act;  with 
the  exception  ef  secretary,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  a 
general  meeting  of  said  library  company  on  the  fi>-st  Saturday 
of  January,  annually,  to  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or 
until  their  successors  be  elected,  and  the  secretary  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  president. 

Section  5.  That  the  funds  of  this  company  shall  be  raised 
by  stock  and  instalments,  and  shall  be  exclusively  appropria- 
ted to  the  purchase  of  books  and  the  necessary  apparatus  for 
the  library,  and  for  a  building  to  accommodate  the  same. 

Section  6.  That  the  company  shall  have  power  at  any 
general  meeting  to  make  such  by-laws  as  may  be  deemed  ne- 
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t;essary  for  its  better  regulation;  Provided,  That  such  by- Proviso. 
laws  are  not  repugnant  to  or  inconsistent  with  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  this  state,  or  of  the  United  States. 

Section  7    That  the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  Right  to  an- 
amend  or  annul  the  charter  at  any  time  hereafter.  ""••

eight  hundred  and  forty,  is  hereby  authorized  to  carry  into 
effect  all  by-lavv^s  and  ordinances  enacted  by  the  town  council 
of  the  borough,  aforesaid,  and  whatsoever  shall  be  enjoined 
by  the  same  for  the  well  ordering  and  governing  said  borough, 
and  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of  dispute  that  may  jurisdiction,

To  extend  the  charter  of  the  Wyoming  Bank  at  Wilkesbarre. 

Whekeas  in  pursuance  of  the  twenty-fifth  section  of  the 
first  article  of  the  amended  constitution,  and  of  the  provisions 
of  the  act  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  giving  notice  of  applica- 
tion for  banks,  passed  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  notice  was  given  on  behalf  of 
the  stockholders  of  the  Wyoming  Bank  at  Wilkesbarre,  that 
application  would  be  made  to  the  next  legislature  for  the  re- 
newal of  the  charter  of  said  institution  for  twenty  years,  by 
the  title  of  the  Wyoming  Bank  at  Wilkesbarre,  to  be  located 
at  Wilkesbarre,  in  Luzerne  county,  and  the  capital  to  remain 
the  same  as  at  present,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, by  causing  a  notice  of  such  intended  application  to  be 
advertised  in  two  newspapers,  printed  in  said  county  of  Lu- 
zurne,  where  such  corporate  body  is  located,  once  a  week  in 
eagh  paper  for  six  months  immediately  before  the  meeting  of 
this  legislature,  and  also  in  one  paper  printed  in  the  borough 
of  Harrisburg  in  like  manner  and  for  a  like  period :  Jind 
tvhereas,  The  charter  of  said  bank  will  expire  on  the  first 
day  of  November  next,  unless  extended  ;  Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  Commonwealt/i  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral ^^ssernbly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  sam^:  That  the  charter  of  the  Wyoming  Bank 
at  Wilkesbarre,  shall  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is  continued  and 
extended  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  from  the  expiration  of  the 
present  charter,  subject  to  all  the  provisions  now  imposed 
upon  the  said  bank  by  the  existing  laws  of  this  commoor 
wealth,  and  also  subject  to  such  further  provisions  as  the  le- 
gislature may  he"reafter  think  proper  to  enact  for  the  regula- 
tion of  banking  institutions. 

Section  2.  The  legislature  hereby  reserve  the  power  to

cause  void,     elettion  for  the  choice  of  such  officer  or  officers  as  they  shall 
have  failed  to  elect,  and  to  fill  such  vacancy  on  the  day  fixed 
by  law.

To  incorporate  the  German  Convention  for  promoting  educatioit. 

Wherfas  a  number  of  delegates  chosen  by  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  being   native  Germans  or  descendants  of  Ger- 
mans, have  at  sundry  times  met  in  convention,  in  this  state, 
for  the  purpose  of  devising  means  to  promote  the  cause    of    ^^^ 
education,  particularly  among  the  German  population :  And 
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whereas,  they  have  already  by  contributions  procured  suffi- 
cient funds  to  purchase  two  lots  of  ground,  with  suitable  build- 
ingp  for  a  seminary,  in  the  town  of  Phillipsburg,  in  Beaver 
county,  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  on  the  banks  of  the 
Ohio,  directly  opposite  Beaver  river  :  J^nd  tvhoeas,  the  prin- 
cij)al  object  of  the  patrons  of  the  said  establishment,  is  to  cause 
to  be  instructed  and  duly  qualified,  a  number  of  persons  to 
teach  the  English  and  German  languages,  upon  the  most  im- 
proved system,  so  as  to  supply  schools  with  competent  and 
able  teachers :  Therefore, 

Section  1.     He  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives  of  the  Commonu-euUh  of  Ptnnf>ylvania  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same  :  That  the  delegates,  (qualified  as  hereinafter  pro- 
Delegates  in-  vided)  who  shall  from  time  to  time  be  elected  members  of  the 
corporated.

to  a  corporation,  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding 
the  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of 
enlarging  the  same  by  new  subscription,  in  sucfi  manner  and 
form  as  they  shall  think  proper,  if  such  enlargement  shall  be 
found  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intent  of  this  act,  and  of  purcha- 
sing, taking,  and  holding  to  them  and  their  successors  and  as- 
signs, and  of  selling,  transferring,  and  conveying,  in  fee  simple 
or  for  any  less  estate,  all  such  lands,  tenements,  and  heredita- 
ments and  estate,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  works,  end  of  sueing  and 
being  sued,  and  ot  doing  all  and  every  other  matter  and  thing 
which  a  corporation  or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do. 

Section  3.  That  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  as  soon  as 
conveniently  may  be  after  the  said  letters  shall  be  sealed  and

greater  or  lesser  number  of  sheep,  hogs  or  cattle,  to  wit  : 
For  every  score  of  hogs,  six  cents  ;  for  every  score  of  sheep, 
six  cents :  for  every  score  of  cattle,  twelve  cents  ;  for  every 
horse  and  his  rider,  or  led  horse,  five  cents  ;  for  every  sulkey, 
chair  or  chaise,  with  one  horse  and  two  wheels,  eight  cents, 
and  with  two  horses,  ten  cents  ;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  phae- 
ton or  dearborn,  with  one  horse  and  four  wheels,  ten  cents; 
for  every  coach,  chariot,  phaeton  or  chaise,  with  two  horses 
and  four  wheels,  fifteen  cents  ;  for  either  of  the  carriages  last 
mentioned  vi^ith  four  horses,  twenty-five  cents  ;  for  every  other 
carriage  of  pleasure,  under  whatever  name  it  may  go,  the  like 
sums  according  to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing 
the  same  ;  for  every  stage  wagon,  with  two  horses,  twelve 
cents,  and  for  every  such  wagon  with  four  horses,  twenty 
cents  ;  for  every  sleigh,  four  cents  for  each  horse  drawing 
the  same,  and  for  every  sled,  three  cents  for  each  horse  draw- 
ing the  same ;  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall 
not  exceed  four  inches,  six  and  a  quarter  cents  for  each  horse 
drawing  the  same,  and  for  every  cart  or  wagon  whose  wheels 
shall  be  four  inches  and  not  exceed  seven  inches,  four  cents  for 
every  horse  drawing  the  same  ;  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  the 
breadth  of  whose  wheels  shall  be  more  than  seven  inches, 
three  cents  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same.  And  if  any

ted, or  which  shall  be  erected  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  with 
an  intent  to  defraud  the  company  and  avoid  the  payment 
of  the  toll  or  duty  for  passing  through  any  such  gate  or 
turnpike,  or  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  with  such  intent 
take  off  or  cause  to  be  taken  off  any  horse,  mare  or  geld- 
ing or  other  cattle  from  any  sulkey,  chair,  chaise,  phoelon, 
cart,  wagon,  sleigh,  sled,  or  other  carriage  of  burden  or  plea- 
sure, or  practice  any  other  fraudulent  means  or  device  with 
the  intent  that  the  payment  of  any  such  toll  or  duty  may  be

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  Covinionwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Ge- 
neral Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacied  by  the  autho- 
rity of  the  same:  That  the  Methodist  Episcopal  congregation  Church  es- 
in  the   borough   of  Reading,  county  of  Berks,   and   state   of^=^^li**^i^'^' 
Pennsylvania,  is  hereby  erected  into  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate  in  deed  and    in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  tide  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Ebenezur  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  the '^^^^" 
borough  of  Ruadiiig,  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpet- 
ual succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  m  all  courts  of 
law  and   elsewhere,  and  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  and 
equity,  to  take  and  hold  lands  and  tenements,  goods  and  chat-Ljl3grtjeg  g^j 
tels,  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature  and  quality,  real,  personal  or  privileges. 
mixed,  which  are  now  or  hereafter  shall  become  the  property 
of  the  said  congregation,  by  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  convey- 
ance,  assurance,  will,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise,  by  any

manner  or  way  charge  or  encumber  the  same  without  first

Preamble. 


To  settle  the  estates  of  John  Nicholson  and  Peter  Baynton. 

Whebeas  John  Nicholson,  died  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred, indebted  to  this  commonwealth,  and  other  creditors,  lea- 
ving a  large  landed  estate  :  And  ivhereas,  by  the  existing 
laws,  the  said  estate  was  subject  to  the  fiscal  lien  of  this  com- 
monwealth, and  in  order  to  render  the  said  lien  available,  va- 
rious acts  have  been  done  by  the  state  officers  under  authority 
of  law,  with  reference  to  seizing  and  retaining  the  title  and 
other  papers  of  said  Nicholson,  and  selling  portions  of  said 
land,  by  means  of  which  the  other  creditors  of  said  Nicholson 
have  been  unavoidably  delayed  in  the  enforcement  of  their 
debts,  and  the  heirs  of  said  Nicholson  have  been  prevented 
from  enjoying  any  balance  of  said  estate,  which  might  have 
resulted  to  them  after  payment  of  his  debts:  Jind  whereas,

Third.    Three  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  appomted  trustees,  ^m.^^^jj^ 
to  whom  the  title  of  the  lands  and  buildings  shall  be  madn,  withto^hommade 
authority   to  sell  or  convey   at  the  desire  of  the   holders  of 
two-thirds  of  the  stock. 
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Fourth.  The  ofilcers  of  the  institution  shall  consist,  (in 
addition  to  the  trustees  above  named)  of  a  treasurer  and  se- 
cretary, who  may  be  chosen  from  among  the  trustees. 

Filth.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  collect  and 
disburse  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  institution,  keep  a  reaular 
account  of  receipts  and  payments,  and  receive  donations,  but 
pay  no  moneys  except  to  the  order  of  the  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees. 

Sixth.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep  minutes 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  notify  the  stock- 
holders of  special  and  stated  meetings,  and  keep  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  institution. 

Seventh.  Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  OHe  vote 
for  each  share  he  or  she  may  hold,  either  in  person  or  by 
proxy. 

Eighth.  In  elections  of  trustees  those  candidates  who  shall 
receive  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  considered  duly 
chosen. 

Ninth.  The  stock  shall  be  transferable  only  on  the  books 
of  the  institution. 

Tenth.  A  superintendent  shall  be  selected  from  among  the 
trustees,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  into  the  progress  of 
the  scholars  and  enjoin  more  definitely  the  necessary  regula- 
tions  of  the  institution  by  which  the  teacher  is  to  be  gov- 
erned. 

Eleventh.  The  secretary  shall  issue  certificates  to  the  stock- 
holders for  as  many  shares  as  they  may  possess,  (on  payment 
of  all  arrearages)  signed  by  himself  and  the  president  of  the 
board  of  trustees. 

Twelfth.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  engage  the 
teacher,  lease  the  room,  attend  examinations,  and  do  all  things 
necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  institution. 

Thirteenth.  It  shall  require  the  consent  of  a  majority  of 
the  trustees  to  discharge  a  teacher. 

Fourteenth.  The  trustees  may  sell  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
stock,  at  the  original  cost  per  share,  to  finish  the  buildings, 
and  pay  the  debts  of  the  institution,  and  may  also  effeci  an 
insurance  of  the  premises  ogainst  fire,  either  temporary  or  per- 
petual, out  of  the  funds  of  the  institution. 

Fifteenth.  A  majority  of  the  trustees  may  loan  or  let  the 
building  for  the  accommodation  of  Sunday-Schools,  or  for 
other  purposes. 

Sixteenth.     The  trustees  may  enact  their  own  by-laws. 

Seventeenth.  In  all  business  relative  to  the  affairs  of  the 
academy  it  shall  require  a  majority  of  the  trustees  to  act,  with 
the  exception  of  the  provisos  before  made,  and  a  majority  of 
the  quorum  present  shall  be  considered  a  majority  of  the  trus- 
tees.

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hotise  of  Re- 
presentiifives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Fennsytvaniain  Gene- 
ral Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same^  That  the  persons  now  desirous  of  forming  them- 
selves into  a  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Com.pany,  being  citizens 
of  Chester  county  and  p-arts  adjacent,  together  with  such  other 
persons  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  admitted  as  member* 
thereof,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  sliall  be  and  they 
liereby  are  created  and  made  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name,  style  and  title  of  "The  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Com-

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hjj  the  Senate  and  House  of  Ixe- 
Academy  cs-  prees'dadves  of  the  Connuonweal/h  of  Penn^j/ha?iia  in  Gen- 
lablished.  "     ercd  dssemhlq  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  miihontij 
of  the  same,  'i'hat  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  established  in 
the  borough  of  Hamburg,  in  the  county  of  Berks,  an  academy 
or  public  school,  for  the  education  of  youth  in  the  English,  and 
^  oilier  langimges,  and  in  the  useful  arts,  sciences,  and  literature, 

by  the  name,  style,   and  title  of  the  "Hamburg  Academy," 
under  the  care  and  direction  of  six  trustees,  who,  and   their 
successors  in  office  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereb)'  declared 
to  be  one  body  politic   and  corporate,  in  deed    and  in  law, 
Liberties  and  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Trustees  of  the  Hamburg 
franchises.

of  nsoneys  received  by  him. 

iSiiCTioN  3-  The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  hold  all  moneys 
belonging  to  the  instiiuiion,  and  pay  the  same  only  to  the  order 
of  the  bo.trd,  signed  by  the  president  or  secretary,  or  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  trustees  ;  and  he  shall  keep  fair  accounts  thereof, 
to  be  open  at  all  scasoiiable  hours  for  the  inspection  of  all 
persons  who  may  have  contributed  to  the  funds  of  said  insti- 
tution ;  and  the  said  trustees  and  treasurer  shall,  annually,  in 
the  month  of  January,  exhibit  all  their  books,  vouchers,  and

Section  5.  No  misnomer  of  said  corporation  shall  defeat 
or  annul  any  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  bequest,  to  or  from  said 
corporation  :  Provided,  That  the  intent  of  the  parlies  shall 
sufficiently  appear  upon  the  face  of  the  gift,  grant,  will,  or 
other  wri'ing,  v/hereby  any  estate  or  interest  was  intended  to 
pass  to  or  from  said  corporation.

Six-TtoN  7.  The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  revoke,

or  reducing  the  stoned  path  or  side  road,  and  forming  the 
same  as  abo\'^.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Fe'^ 
pres^niatives  of  the  Commonivcalth  of  Fenns^lvama  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly:  met^  mid  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  sam'^  That  the  village  of  South  Easton,  in  the 
county  of  Northampton,  eomprissd  within  the  following  limits, 
Bouiidaries.  viz:  beginning  at  the  south  v/est  corner  of  the  Lehigh  river 
bridge  f  thenee  soath  llvirty-seven  and  one  half  degrees  east, 
four  and  one  half  perches  to  a  stone  at  the  extremity  of  ther 
wing  wall  of  said  bridge  ;■  thence  south  twenty-three  and 
one  half  degrees,  west  sixty  and  one  half  perches  to  a  stone 
in  the  land  of  Jamea  M.  Porter ;  thence  south  fifty  degrees 
east  ten  arvd  one  half  perches  to  a  stone  in  the  public  road ;; 
thence  along  the  sajd  psiblic  road  south  one  and  one  half 
degrees,  east  seventy-seven  perches  to  a  stone  ;  thence  south 
forty-seven  degrees,  west  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  perches 
to  a  stone  ;  thence  south  thirty  and  one  hall  degrees,  west 
eleven  perches  to  a  post;  thenee  soath  eighty-six  degrees, 
west  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  perches  to  a  stone  ;  thence 
south  seventy-three  and  one  half  degrees,  v/est  twenty-four

The  inhabitants  of  said  borough,  entitled  to 
vote  for  members  of  the  general  assembly,  and  who  shall 
have  resided  within  the  same  for  six  months  immediately 
preceding  the  election  hereinafter  mentioned,  shall  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  July,  meet  at  the  house  of  David  Moyer,  in  said 
borough,  and  then  and  there,  b-etween  the  hours  of  one  and 
six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  elect  by  ballot,  one  citizen  who 
shall  be  styled  bargess,  and  six  citizens  who  shall  be  a  council, 
and  aiso  shall  elect  as  aforesaid,  a  high  constable,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  inhabitants  of  the  said  borough  ;  but  previously  to 
opening  the  said  election,  sueh  of  the  inhabitants  who  may  be

On  the  Wednesday  nest  after  the  said  election,  ^^^^^M'^S  si 
the  members  of  the  council  elected  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  con-^°^'^'^" 
vened  at  the  said  house  of  David  Moyer,  in  said  borough,  by  q,     -n  „,•• 
order  of  the  burgess,  and   then  and  there,  shall  by  lot  divide 
themselves  into  three  classes  ;  and  the  seats  of  members  of 
!the  council  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  esrpiration 
of  the  first  year.;  of  the  second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the 
third  year;  eountiing  the  year  as  commendrjg  for  corporate 
purposes  on  the  first  Monday  in  April. 

Section  4.  The  inhabitants  of  said    borough,  entitled  to  Annual  elee- 
vote  as  aforesaid,  shall  on  the  third  Friday  in  March  next,  en-tioa. 
suing  the  election  aforesaid,  and  oh   the  sam«  day  in  every 
year  thereafter  meet  at  such  convenient  place  in  said  borough 
as  shall  have  been  fixed  on  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation 
for  that  purpose,  andele^'.t  in  the  raauKer  aforesaid,  one  burgess 
and  two  members  of  the  council,  to  supply  the  place  of  the

capable  in  law  to  have,  require,  receive,  hold,  parchase  and 
L'borties  and  possess  goods,,  chatties,  lands  and  tenements,  rents,  liberties, 
lanchises.  jurisdiction,  franchises,  and  hereditaments,  to  them  and 
their  successors  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  not  exceeding 
the  yearly  value  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  also  to  give, 
grant,  sell,  let  and  a&sign  the  same,  goods,  chattels,  lands,  ten- 
ements, hereditaments  and  rents,  and  by  the  name  and  style 
aforesaid,  they  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued> 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  common- 
wealth, in  all  manner  of  actions  whatsoever,  and  to  have  and 
use  one  common  seal,  and  the  sarae  from  time  to  tim^  at  their 
will  to  change  and  alter. 

Section  6.  If  any  person  duly  elected  as  btjrgess  or  mem- 
P.efusal  of  of-  her  of  the  council  as  aforesaid,  and  having  received  notice 
thereof,  as  is  diriected  by  this  act,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
take  upon  himself  the  duties  of  said  office,  or  shall  neglect  to 
discharge  the  same  aeco-rding  to  law,  every  such  person  so 
neglecting  or  refusing,  shall  for  every  such  offence  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars;  which  fine  and  all  other  fines  and 
forfeitures  incurred  and  made  payable  in  pursuance  of  this  act, 
or  c-f  any  by-la  vys,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  bur- 
gess and  council,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  corporation,  and

AN    ACT  ; 

Authorizing  the  laying  out  of  certain  State  Boads,  and  for  other  purposes.  ^ 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  ofEe- 
presentalives  of  the  Commoirealth  of  Pennsijlvania  in  Ge- 
neral Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same:  That  John  Sloan,  of  Clarion  county,  John  Cal- 
houn  and  William  Mcintosh,  of  Armstrong  county,  Meek 
Kelley,  and  S.  McAnulty,  of  Indiana  county,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  view,  lay  out  and  mark  a 
state  road,  beginning  at  the  town  of  Biairsville,  in  Indiana 
county,  thence  by  the  nearest  and  best  route  to  Shallotta ; 
thence  by  the  nearest  and  best  route  by  way  of  Elderton,  to 
the  town  of  Clarion,  in  Clarion  county. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  above  named  com- 
missioners,or  a  majority  of  them,  to  perform  the  duties  enjoined: 
upon  them  by  this  act,  with  impartiality  and  fidelity,  to  care- 
fully  view  the  ground  over  which  the  road  by  them  to  be  laid 
out  may  pass,  and  to  lay  out  the  same,  as  near  to  a  straight 
line  between  the  aforesaid  points,  as  the  nature  of  the  ground 
and  other  important  circumstances  will  permit,  and  so  that  the 
vertical  departure  from  a  horizontal  line  shall,  at  no  point,  ex- 
ceed five  degrees. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners,  plain- 
ly and  distinctly,  to  mark  upon  the  ground  the  route  agreed 
upon  for  the  road  by  them  laid  out  as  aforesaid,  in  such  man- 
ner as  to  enable  the  supervisors  readily  to  find  the  same  ;  and 
for  the  purposes  of  fulfilling  the  duties  in  this  act  enjoined,  the 
commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  employ  two  chain 
bearers  and  one  axeman,  at  a  per  diem  allowance  not  exceed- 
ing  one  dollar. 

Section  4,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to 
make  out  a  fair  and  accurate  draft  of  the  .said  location,  noting  ■ 
thereon  the  courses  and  distances  from  point  to  point  as  they  ' 
occur,  the  improvements  passed  through,  and  also  the  crossing 
of  county  or  township  lines,  roads  and  waters,  with  such  other 
matters  as  may  serve  for  explanation,  one  copy  whereof  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  common- 
wealth,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  next,  and  one 
copy  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  Quarter  Sessions 
of  the  respective  counties  through  which  the  said  road  may 
pass  on  the  day  aforesaid,  or  as  much  sooner  as  practicable,

bles by  the  existing  laws  relative  to  township  elections  ;  and 
in  case  no  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  day  mentioned, 
they  sliall  appoint  some  other  day,  and  perform  tlie  said  ser- 
vice ;  but  previous  to  opening  of  such  election,  such  of  the 
citizens  entitled  to  vote,  as  aforesaid,  as  may  be  present  at 
tlie   time  and  place  of  opening  the  same,  shall   choose   one 
judge  and  two  inspectors,  and  two  clerks  thereof,  who  shall 
be  sworn  or  affirmed,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by 
law  for  swearing  or  affirming  election  officers,  and  they  shall 
perform  the  duties  required  of  them  by  law  relative  to  town- 
ship elections  ;    and  in  case  two  or  more  candidates  should 
Equal  votes    ^^"''^^  ^"  equal  number  of  votes,  the  preference  shall  be  deter- 
■ietermined.    niined  by  lot,  to  be  drawn  by  the  inspector  and  judges  in  the 
presence  of  the  clerk,  immediately  after  the  votes  are  counted 
off;  whereupon  duplicate  certificates  of  said  election  shall  be 
signed  by  the  said  judge  and  inspectors,  one  of  which  shall 
be  transmitted  to  each  of  the  persons  elected,  and  the  other 
filed  among  the  records  of  tiie  corporation. 
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Section  3.  That  the  Burgess   shall  be   President  of  the  President. 
Council,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  privile- 
ges of  a  member  thereof  in  every  respect.

To  incorporate   the  Wflliamsport  Mutual  Insurance    Company,  in   the 
county  of  Lycoming. 

Section  1'.  Beit  enacted  by  theStnate  and  House  of  Be^ 
presentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enac'ed  by  ihe  autho- 
rity of  the  same:  That  Jacob  Grafius,  Robert  Faries,  William 
Wilson,  Esq-  Joseph  B.  Anthony,  Abraham  UpdegrafT,  James  Corporators 
Armstrong,   Francis   C.    Campbell,  Samuel   H.  Lloyd,  Ellis 
Lewis,  John  Cumnrings,  Asher  Davidson,  Thomas  W.  Lloyd, 
John  Bennett,  Jr.  Hepburn  M'CIure,  Henry  D:  Ellis,  and  also 
all   other  persons  who  may  hereafter  associate  with    them  in 
ihe  manner  herein   prescribed,  shall  be  a  corporation    by  the 
name  of  the  Mutual  Insurance  Company,  for  the  purpose  of    ^'"^" 
insuring  their  respective  dwelling  houses,  stores,  shops,  barns  ^, . 
and  all  other  buildings,  farming  stock  and  household  furniture,     ^^^  ' 
merchandise,  and  all  other  property  against  loss  or  damage  by 
fire.

Section  3.  The  affairs  of  the  said  company  shall  be  man- 
aged by  a  board  of  directors,  consisting  of  nine  members, 
chosen  or  appointed  as  hereafter  provided;  all  vacancies 
happening  in  said  board  by  resignation,  refusal  to  serve  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  directors  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year,  for  which  they  were  elected,  or  until 
a  new  election,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.

Suits  at  law  may  be  maintained  by  said  corpo- 
ration against  any  of  its  members  for  the  collection  of  said  Law^  suits, 
deposite  notes,  or  for  any  cause  relating  to  the  business  of  said 
corporation,  or  against  any  person  for  moneys  due  said  cor- 
poration, or  for  injury  done  to  their  corporate  property,  books 
or  papers,  or  for  causing  the  destruction  by  fire  of  any  pro- 
perty by  them  insured,  and  for  no  other  cause  ;  but  said  cor- 
poration shall  not  hold  any  property  exceeding  in  value  ten 
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Property  limit  thousand  dollars,  for  the  transaction  of  their  corporate  busi- 
ness ;  and  all  real  estate  purchased  by  them  for  the  purpose 
of  collecting  or  securing  debts  shall  escheat  to  this  common- 
wealth, unless  the  same  shall  have  been  sold  and  disposed  of, 
and  passed  bona  fide  from  the  possession  and  ownership  of 
said  corporation,  within  five  years  next  succeeding  such  pur- 
chase ;  also  suits  at  law^may  be  maintained  against  said  corpo-

Section  9.  The  directors  shall,  after  receiving  notice  of  any 
loss  or  damage  by  fire  sustained  on  property  insured  by  said 
corporation,  after  ascertaining  the  same,  or  after  the  rendition  of 
any  judgment  as  aforesaid,  against  said  company  for  loss  or 
damage,  settle  and  determine  the  sums  to  be  paid  by  the  several 
members  thereof,  as  their  respective  proportion  of  such  loss, 
and  publish  the  same  as  may  see  fit,  or  in  such  manner  as  their 
by-laws  shall  have  prescribed,  and  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  each 
member  shall  always  be  in  proportion  to  the  original  amount 
of  his  deposit  note  or  notes,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer

party  from  whom  it  was  collected  on  demand,  after  thirty 
days  from  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  insurance  was 
made. 
Sufferers  how  Section  10.  If  the  available  funds  on  hand,  and  the  amount 
paid  when  of  deposit  notes  should  be  insufficient  to  pay  the  loss  occa- 
sioned by  any  fire  or  fires,  in  such  case,  the  suft'erers  insured 
by  said  company  shall  receive,  towards  making  good  their 
respective  losses,  a  proportionate  dividend  of  the  whole  amount 
of  said  deposit,  according  to  the  sums  due  to  them  respec- 
tively insured,  and  in  addition  thereto,  a  sum  to  be  assessed 
on  ail  the  members  of  said  company,  on  the  same  principles 
as  regulated  the  amounts  of  their  respective  deposit  notes, 
but  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  every  one  hundred  dollars  to 
them  respectively  insured;  and  no  member  shall  be  required

paid  in  and  expended,  but  any  member,  upon  payment  of  the 
whole  of  his  deposit  note,  and  surrendering  his  policy  before 
any  subsequent  expense  or  loss  has  occurred,  may  be  dis- 
charged from  said  company. 

Section   U.   No  policy  shall  be  issued  by  the  company, 
until  application  be  made  for  insurance  for  twelve  thousand  jj^^y^^j^^Pg^^^^ 
dollars,  nor  shall  any  policy  be  granted  or  issued  by  said 
company,  for  a  longer  period  than  seven  years. 

Section  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately  after  its^i^e  limited, 
passage,  and  continue  in  force  twenty  years,  but  the  legisla-  Repealing 
ture  of  this  Commonwealth  may  at  any  time  alter,  modify  or  clause 
annul  its  provisions.

Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the   Commonioeallh  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thority of  the  same,   That  the  persons  who  now  constitute    ^^^

County,"  with  a  capital  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  sub- Capital, 
scribed  for  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  to  plead  and  be  im- 
M* 
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pleadetl,  and  to  be  capable  of  taking,  holding  and  enjoying,  all 
that  tract  of  land  situate  in  Alsace  township,  Berks  county, 
bounded  by  lands  of  John  N.  Lane,  William  Weimer  and 
others,  purchased  by  them  of  Catharine  Kessler,  and  the 
buildings  and  improvements  thereon  erected,  and  to  be  erected, 
and  also  such  other  property  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  pur- 
chase to  efl'ect  the  intended  improvements,  and  to  use  a  com- 
iiiou  seal,  with  power  to  alter  and  renew  the  same  at  plea- 
sure. 

Section  2.  That  the  officers  of  the  said  company  shall 
consist  of  managers,  who  may  elect  a  president,  secretary, 
agent,  or  such  officers  as  they  may  think  proper,  and 
make  such  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws,  as  they  may  deem

Section  3.  That  the  present  managers  of  the  company 
shall  be  Daniel  Herr,  Joseph  H.  Spayd,  Henry  A.  Muhlen- 
berg, John  Green,  and  Benneville  Keim,  who  shall  remain  in 
office  until  the  first  day  of  May  next,  when,  and  on  the  first 
day  of  May  of  each  succeeding  year,  the  stockholders  may 
elect,  in  such  manner  as  by  their  by-laws  shall  be  provided, 
live  managers  by  ballot,  each  stockholder  voting  according  to 
the  number  of  shares  he  shall  hold  at  the  time  oi  such  elec- 
tion, agreeably  to  such  scale  as  may  be  established  for  that 
purpose  :  Provided,  That  no  stockholder  in  his  own  right.

That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  company  in- 
corporated, to  engage  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  other  busi- 
bject  Iinntcd  j^ggg  ^j.  operations  whatsover,  than  such  as  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  management  or  sale  of  the  real  estate,  which  they  are 
by  this  act  authorized  to  hold,  and  for  receiving  the  rents  and 
income  derived  therefrom,  nor  to  hold  any  other  real  estate 
than  that  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act :  Provided 
always,  That  the  legislature  reserve  the  power  of  altering, 
amending,  or  repealing  this  act  at  any  time  they  think  proper, 
and  may  deem  it  injurious  to  the  public  interest. 

Section  5.  That  the  said  tract  of  land  and  buildings  shall 
be  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  debts  contracted,  or  to  be 
hereafter  contracted  by  the  said  managers,  for.  or  on  account 
thereof;  which  debts  shall  be  a  lien  upon  said  lands  and 
buildings,  when  filed  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  assembly,  entitled  "  An  act  securing  to  mechanics,  and 
others,  payment  for  theiv  labor  and  materials  in  erecting  any 
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house,  or  other  building  within  the  city  and  county  of  Phila- 
delphia,' passed  the  seventeenth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six,  and  the  several  supple- 
ments thereto  ;"  and  the  said  debts  and  lien  may  be  recov- 
ered, as  liens  by  the  said  act  and  supplements  are  recoverable. 

Section  G.  That  C.  G.  Childs  of  Philadelphia,  and  Diller 
Luther,  John  Green  and  Henry  High,  be  and  they    are  ap-y-. 
pointed  commissioners  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  tlie  stocic 
of  the  aforesaid  company,  and  shall  open  and  keep  a  book  for 
that  purpose,  at  such  time  and  place  by  them  to  be  appointed,  Subscriptions 
and  the  said  books  shall  be  kept  open  until  fifty  shares  at  fifty 
dollars  per  share  are  subscribed,  after  which  the  books  shall 
be  closed,  and  all  persons  of  lawful  age,  being  citizens  of  the 
United    States,    shall  be  permitted   to  subscribe  to  the  said 
stock.     The  capital  stock  of  the  company,  by  this  act  incor-""  ^^^^* 
porated,  shall  be  held  by  the  proprietors  thereof,  and  be  trans- 
ferable by  them  or  their   assigns  respectively,  on  the  terms 
and  in  the  manner  hereinafter  specified;  that  is  to  say;  each 
and  every  subscriber  shall  within  ten  days  after  public  notice 
given    by   the    president  and  managers  in  two  daily  papers 
printed  in  Philadelphia,  and  in  any  weekly  paper  in  the  bor- 
ough of  Reading,  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  president  and 
managers  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation  the  amount  of  the 
shares  so  subscribed,   in  such  sum  or  sums,  at  sucli  time  or 
times  as    they    the  president    and    managers    shall   in  their  Transferable, 
discretion  direct  and  appoint;  and  if  any  subscriber,  his  or

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re' 
presentatives  of  the  Commowealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Ge- 
neral  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same:  That  Washington  Dunn,  Hugh  Penny,  William 
Morrison,  John  Fleming,  George  Crawford,  Robert  M'Cor- 
mick,  Randolph  W.  Evans,  James  Gamble,  Joseph  M.  Green, 
and  John  Gallaher,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners to  do  and  perform  the  several  duties  hereinafter 
mentioned,  that  is  to  say;  they  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  September  next,  procure  one  or  more  books  and  therein 
enter,  as  follovi^s  :  We  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed 
do  promise  to  pay  to  the  president,  managers  and  company, 
for  erecting  a  bridge  or  bridges  over  the  West  Branch  of  the

To  incorporate  the  Town  of  Schuylkill  Haven,  in  the  county  of  Schuyl 
kill,  into  a  borough. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  /?c- 
presentatives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvama  in  Geni 
eral  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au\ 
ikority  oj  tlie  sam" :  That  the  town  of  Schuylkill  Haven,  in 
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the  county  of  Schuylkill,  and  territory  included  within  the  fol-

That  the  inhabitants  of  said  borough,  entitled '^""^  o  .  ters, 
to  vote  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  having  resided 
therein  one  month  immediately  preceeding  the  election,  shall 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  July,  next,  and  annually  thereafter, 
on  the  same  day,  meet  at  the  house  of  Philip  Boyer,  and  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  June  next,  thereafter,  then  and  there, 
elect  by  ballot,  between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  six  o'clock  of

election  shall  be  declaied  void  by  the  court,  it  shall  be  lawful

oiIicers,and  to  fill  such  vacancy.  But  before  holding  the  same,

RESOLUTION 

To  provide  for  the  expenses  of  Government. 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of

any  time  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  he 
shall  issue  negotiable  certificates  of  stock  for  the  same,  trans- 
ferable on  the  books  of  the  Auditor  General  or  the  bank  of 
Pennsylvania,  by  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  and  upon  such 
transfer  new  certificates  shall  be  issued  by  the  Auditor  Gene- 
ral and  Slate  Treasurer,  and  the  interest  upon  the  said  stock 
shall  be  paid  at  the  treasury,  or  at  the  bank  of  Pennsylvania, 
as  shall  be  agreed  by  the  Governor,  and  the  original  purchaser 
of  the  said  slock,  which  said  sum  shall  be  paid  into  the  trea- 
sury for  the  use  thereof. 

Rt:soLVED,  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
per  annum,  in  addition  to  the  sums  now  allowed  by  law,  be 
appropriated  to  pay  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  State  Trea- 
surer;  said  additional  allowance  to  be  computed  from  the  first 
day  of  November  last.
